Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant traversed the rejections of record stating Klimov et al. fail 
to teach the claimed structure of test strips extending beyond the housing combined with a cap. The Office referenced 
figure IB stating the portion(IIO) of the test strip extended beyond the housing(102). The Office did not agree with this 
analysis and may submit further written remarks traversing the application of Klimov et al. Applicant also traversed the 
35 use 112 second paragraph rejections stating one having ordinary sl^ill in the art would understant the pending 
claim language.
